C o n lla a H from P a s * O ar 
trying to dictate the tax policies of 
Cotigr****. 
But Barkley has become recon­ 
ciled, and more arni more th#* tax 
programs are written by the P resi­ 
dent rather than by the Congress 
which the Constitution set up as 
the people's own representative* in 
this most sensitive of atli the fields 
of government. 
The New Deal Invented a way to 
levy taxes without passing tax laws. 
They invented the schemes of bor­ 
rowing vast sums for current needs, 
spending the money and leaving 
the bills where the future govern­ 
ments would have no choice lint to 
levy taxes to repay them. 
Financing a government by bor­ 
rowing against posterity is simply 
a neat way of levying taxes with­ 
out consent of the governed. The 
children 
and 
grandchildren 
who 
will inherit our swollen national 
debt will get the tax hills for pres­ 
ent extravagance even though they 
weren't around when the money 
wa* spent. 
T h a ts all wrong. I t s wrong in] 
morals a m i ‘Ifs wrong in econom­ 
ics. 
It's wrong in statesmanship j 
too 
for once a government finds 
un easy way to borrow, then the lid 
is off, and nothing hut stern mea­ 
sures ou the part of the people can 
head off a spectacular slide into 
inflation and ruin, 
ThercK is nothing new about the 
struggle between government aud 
people over how much the govern 
m e n t shall Im* allowed to ta x and 
spend. Civil wars were fought in 
France and England, for example, 
to win for the people the right of 
deciding how much ta x e s they were 
to pay. 
Two different ways were invented 
by which the people could he sure 
that spending and taxation would 
go ahead only with their coagent. 
tine is the method of the Federal 
Constitution, where ult laws appro­ 
priating motley or levying taxes a r e 
to originate iii Congress, which is 
the people's own branch of the gov­ 
ernment -elected by the people, and 
directly responsible to them. 
The other is the one contained In 
the Pennsylvania Constitution, and 
familiar also In all local units of 
government In this state. By this 
plan, all government borrowing of 
any Mise must Im* approved by a vote 
of the people themselves before it 
can go ahead. 
You are all familiar with the fact 
that your borough, township or 
county has had to have a referen­ 
dum before It was permitted to sell 
bonds in large amounts. The school 
districts have operated under tile 
same plan. And so bus the state 
government. 
In this respect, tin* citizens of 
Pennsylvania have added insurance 
compared 
witii 
tho 
situation 
at 
Washington. 
There is no constitutional limit 
on the national debt. Tin* only re 
strain! lies in tile willingness and 
ability of your Culled Slates Sena­ 
tors aud Representatives to stick 
to a "live within your income’* 
policy. Congress and the President 
• an borrow any amount they wish. 
so long us they can find a market 
for the bonds. But in Pennsylvania. 
tin* Governor und tile Legislature, 
according to the plan of the Con 
stitution. were required to obtain 
the consent of the voters before 
they increased the public de lit. 
Now, for anyone who believes In 
free government, who believe* in 
government bv the people aud in 
taxation only with the consent of 
(Ile public, it is hard to see how he 
( (Mild find fault xx it ti such a plan 
As a matter of fact, the Penn 
Sylvania 
plan. that of requiting 
b o n d e d debt 
Im* 
im a r c e d bv tin* 
state government only with tile eon 
sent of the people* W in k e d a d m i r ­ 
a b l y for sixty years. 
It was not 
seriously 
questioned 
from 
1X71, 
when the present Constitution went 
Into effect, until 1934, which is tin* 
year tile little New Deal lo o k over 
iii Pennsylvania. 
But tile U ttle New Dealers were 
s (lenders. They were familiar with 
the philosophy of the lain Harry 
Hopkins, most famous of tim New 
heal in’aintruste ts, who preached 
tills doctrine: ‘ .Spend, spend, spend, 
tax. tax. tax. aud elect, elect, elect," 
They skyrocketed tin* state taxes 
hut they wanted more to spend 
thap even the swollen tax receipts 
permitted 
So they found a way to get around 
the Constitution. They set up fiiti 
tioiis state agencies called “authori­ 
ties ' which could lair row tin money 
and spend it for tile y u l e New 
Dealers, without the debt 
being 
technically ««unaltered part of tin 
Commonwealth's debt. 
This was sn evasion of the Con­ 
stitution's Intent. 
I'm not talking 
about the technicalities of tim law 
I iii talking about 
sound public 
morals and the intention of the 
Pennsylvania Constitution to pro 
hibit the state government from 
borrowing and spending vast sums 
or money without consuMing the 
public whit ii would iiave lo pay tile 
bills. 
After the Little New Dealers, two 
Republicans 
governors oven ame 
aud 
reversed 
the spending 
tide. 
l im y put the stale's books buck Into 
balance. Taxes were reduced, the 
authority debts paid off. The a u ­ 
thorities were abolished in Gover­ 
nor Martin's administration. State 
financing 
was 
returned 
to 
the 
methods intended by the Constitu­ 
tion. 
Along came Governor Duff, who 
was elected on a general under­ 


standing that he would continue 
with the financial policies of his 
two predecessors 
hut 
he turned 
out. to Im* more of a spender than 
even the Little New heal regime. 
Governor huff started out with 
the biggest surplus In all the state's 
history, and as for revenues, be­ 
tween tax increases and the busi­ 
n e s s boom, they soared to Half 
again as much as ever before But 
that 
wasn't enough. 
He wanted 
still more to spend. 
At that lKiiut, he collided head­ 
long with the Constitution he had 
sworn to uphold when lie took his 
oath of office 
Thut Constitution clearly tried to 
say that no governor and no legis­ 
lature 
w e r e to attempt big scale 
borrowing without first asking tin 
approval of the Pennsylvania vol 
era. 
Every other Governor except one 
Democrat 
had 
so understood if 
They had used the plan of a debt- 
referenduni over and again. None 
of them baa ever sponsored a law 
to have tin* Constitution amended 
to wipe out the need tor a referen­ 
dum on state debts 
aud neither 
has Governor Duff, for that matter. 
What Governor I fuff did do was to 
fall burk on the sleight-of-hand 
method of eon fusion and misdirec­ 
tion and indirect borrowing. 
Governor 
Duff, in 
his 
Budget 
Message a year ago, described the 
Pennsylvania Constitution 
which 
he had previously sworn to uphold 
as being "cumbersome and time­ 
consuming." Ile branded this baile 
constitutional 
right 
of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania's citizens to have a voice in 
their public debts as ln*ing "the 
shackles of ail outmoded method of 
financing,** As Attorney General iii 
the Martin administration, in* had 
recommended t lint Governor Martin 
sign the hill repealing the General 
State Authority. 
Yet he called upon the Legisla­ 
ture which he controlled to set up 
not one, but several authorities, aud 
to authorize them to saddle Penn­ 
sylvania with a vast debt which 
nom* of tile citizens had tin* oppor­ 
tunity of voting for or against. 
The General State Authority Is 
now authorized to borrow’ up to 
1176,000,000 whet lier lite people of 
IVnusyiNania like It or not. Despite 
the intention of tin* Constitution, 
future taxpayers of tit In state will 
have to raise a total of 121.I,OOO,000 
to pay hark just that one debt - 
laid on 
their shoulders 
without 
their consent. 
Pennsylvanians have a method 
whereby they can authorise the 
state to borrow money for imr poses 
whieli they feel are wise and worth­ 
while. This i n c i h t M l was employed 
just last year, when til** voters of 
the state approved a constitutional 
amendment providing ft*r a Soldiers 
Bonus by an overwhelming m ajor­ 
ity. after this amendment was sub­ 
mitted to them by the State Legis­ 


lature. The money has been bor­ 
rowed. The I to ti it a has been paid. 
This is the regular and proper way 
of doing things. 
A good many Nears ago. Grover 
Cleveland said that “a public office 
is a public trust ** 
Some public officials have felt 
that way about it 
others have tab ­ 
led the arrogant attitude that their 


J w ill 
was law, and 
have 
ridden 
roughshod over Constitutional re­ 
strictions and 
the 
principles of 
sound 
government and economy, 
merely to have their own way. 
What I want you to ask yourself, 
before you deride how to vote in 
the ini|MM'tant May I (it ti election is 
tills question:
